“The Divine Man.” 


This is the title of a remarkable and beau- 
tiful poem by Joseph Ware, (True Light Pub- 
lishing Company, Mechanicsburg, Ohio), put 
forth in most tasty mechanical form. A slip 
accompanies it, containing this passage: 

“In order that you may get the most out of the 
reading of this book, we ask you to read it a sen- 
tence, a paragraph, a page, or at the very extreme, 
a book, at a time.” 

Observing that suggestion, we read the “pre- 
view,” by itself, and meditate. On pages 6 
and 7 we find the following connected four 
sentences: 

“Therefore heaven is in us, nay, we are our heaven. 
Obedience is love, is worship. Cannot the entire 
world come together on this simple and yet funda- 
mental creed and ritual, Trinitarian, Unitarian, Uni- 
versalist, and those who have heretofore been called 
Atheist, Skeptic, Agnostic? I forbear to mention 
the merely denominational differences.” 

Is not that a wnion spirit? We believe that 
is a union more “inclusive” than the tri-church 
consolidation, or the New York Federation of 
Churches: trinitarian with atheist! Would 
not that make a happy family? Whew!!! 
Truly, “union is in the air;” like the fragrance 
of roses, or the odor of a charnel house. 

Turn to another passage. On pages 8 and 9 
the author quotes Luke 9: 28-36, giving the 
history of the transfiguration of Jesus, and 
says: 

“On this short narrative is founded the argument 
of the poem. Moses and Elijah came early to the 
mountain, and very naturally turned to the scenes 
of their former lives on earth, also conversed of their 
heavenly occupations.”

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But the narrative distinctly says they “spake 
of his decease which he should accomplish at 
Jerusalem.” Not a word in the narrative 
about “their heavenly occupations.” Why 
should they talk about them with Jesus? 
Would they give him instruction? But God 
said, “This is my beloved Son, hear ye him.” 

Besides, it is contrary to all the facts of 
the Bible story all through, to represent the 
departed saints as coming to converse with 
friends in the earth, about their heavenly ex- 
periences. Even those raised from the dead 
are not represented as conversing of their 
experiences in the state before their resur- 
rection. Lazarus’ lips are sealed. The son of 
the widow of Nain utters no word of the state 
beyond the vail. All the others seem equally 
reticent. And that harmonizes with the ex- 
periences of mankind for the thousands of 
years of which we have history. 


It is evident that God’s plan is sustained 
by some law in the spirit world, that he has 
established to prevent the struggling and mili- 
tant church from being detached from the 
conditions he has placed around us. The 
years roll on, and the spirits of our dear ones, 
chiefly absorbed in the restful joys of their 
state of waiting for the reunion, trusting that 
God knows best, leave us to work out our sal- 
vation, only influenced by that mighty 
gentle force that is the secret.of all life; his 
own Spirit, the Holy Spirit. 

Moses and Elijah talked of Jesus’ decease; 
that is, his departure, his exode; not of their 
own heavenly occupations. Jesus knew all 
about the business of heaven. He was at the 
time of the transfiguration interested in his 
coming departure from the earth; and they 
talked about that. It was a subject that had 
been troubling Jesus to such an extent that a 
few days before he had predicted his death, and 
“Peter took him and began to rebuke him;” 
thinking such a thing should be “far from 
him.” And Jesus felt the tone of Peter so 
deeply, tempting him to escape the cross, that 
he called him Satan: “Get thee behind me, 
Satan: thou art a stumbling-block unto me; 
for thou mindest not the things of God, but 
the things of men.” No; on the mount of 
transfiguration they talked of Jesus’ affairs 
at Jerusalem. Their own were settled. 

But the writer of this great book is a better 
poet than theologian, and we turn to the fol- 
lowing passage with delight: 

“The truth is this, there are no walls of heaven, 

3ut our capacities; no gates, but faith; 

No locks or bars, but will; no key, but love.” 

And if such lines were typical of all the 
book, we would read it line by line, sentence 
by sentence, as the author Wishes, with greedy 
attention. But on the same page we read these 
words: 

Why should we long for an exclusive heaven, 

Even a city walled with precious stones, 

Having twelve gates of solid pearl, that swing 

On golden hinges with sweet harmony, 


A few elected saints to welcome in 
To golden streets and diamond palaces? 


This is evidently intended to antagonize the 
picture in Revelation, given us by John. And 
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our poet uses the phrase exclusive heaven, to 
make John’s heaven seem odious. And yet if 
he had read carefully he ought tu have re- 
mem'jered that such a phrase as “exclusive 
heaven,” used in any odious sense, does in- 
justice to the great ideas of John, who, in 
sveaking of the heaven to which our poet 
refers, says, 

“They shall bring the glory and the honor of the 
nations into it.” * * “And the nations shall walk 
amidst the light thereof: and the kings of the earth 
do bring their glory into it.” “And the gates thereof 
shall in no wise be shut by day.” 


If we notice the view as to “exclusion” 
which John has, we read these words: 

“And there shall in no wise enter into it any- 
thing: unclean, or he that maketh abomination and a 
lie.” 

Is not that sensible exclusion? As far as 
we are concerned, we see nothing wrong in 
that, even though the city may be walled with 
precious stones, where the creaking of the 
golden gates makes sweet harmony. But we 
read on, line by line, and on page 18 we come 
to the following prayer, where the word spirit, 
in the poetic license of the poet, does not refer 
to the Spirit of God, but to the spiritual na- 
ture of man: 

“Sweet spirit, show to us these hidden truths, 


How God assumed our flesh, became the Word 
Expressing the Eternal.” 


We believe that few poets or theologians are 
in these days so careless in expressing truth 
or opinion as this. We read on a few lines, 
and find the following: 


“High and apart doth honored Tabor lift 

His wooded sides above Esdraelon’s plain; 

Touches with purpling top the clouds of heaven, 

Outspread it forms an ample theatre, 

As if by power divine ’twas shaped to be 

Where heaven the most should flood the earth 
with light, 

And life and love supreme be crowned of God.” 


The poet may be permitted to teach that 
Tabor was the mount of the transfiguration of 
Jesus, notwithstanding “modern scholarship” 
is uncertain: for our author is certainly a gen- 
uine poet, of no mean order. But it is doubt- 
ful if we should permit him to teach that the 
Tabor has “flooded the earth with light” more 
than Calvary, or more than the Garden of Jo- 
seph of Arimathea, or Jerusalem. For on the 
mount of transfiguration the great truth 
taught was not especially one of love, except 
as it might be inferred from God’s voice, 
“This is my beloved Son.” And even on that 
mount, as if recognizing the greater glory of 
Calvary and Gethsemane, the conversation of 
Moses and Elijah with Jesus was of his de- 
cease which he should accomplish at Jerusalem. 


And so we read the beginning of this book 
“sentence by sentence,” and we become inter- 
ested and impressed by the evident genuine- 
ness of the fancy of the author, his reverence, 
and his evident desire to give humanity some- 
thing pure; but also with a sense of danger 
in relying on him for theological truth or his- 
torical fact. Therefore we shrink from basing 
any lasting impression of divine things upon 
the teaching of this able writer. 

Great poets sometimes mislead students. 
Even the great Milton, by his picture of the 
war in heaven, based on the Bible language, 
“There was war in heaven,” has caused many 
to suppose that God’s throne was endangered, 
by the rebellion of Satan. Whereas, what the 


prophet of the Bible intended to teach was 











that he had a vision of war, appearing on the 
face of the sky, the heavens. We do not be- 
lieve he had any thought of strife in the land 
of love, of peace, of light; where the gates 
are never shut, and where affection is the pre- 
vailing and ruling force. 


OrHerR Marrers of GENERAL INTEREST ARE: 
—NSecretary of the Navy Bonaparte advocates 
the death penalty for anarchists, in all cases 
where they take the life or attempt to take life. 
He considers their criminality incurable. John 
D. Rockefeller, in a speech to his Sunday-school 
at Cleveland, said: “We should love this coun- 
try of ours; love her people, her business and 
her institutions.” The Pope has issued an en- 
cyclical condemning as “iniquitous” the new 
French law separating church and state. Sec- 
retary of the Interior Hitchcock is trying to 
protect the Indian owners of oil lands in the 
Indian Territory against the rapacity of cor- 
porations, but finds political obstructions in 
his way. A new railroad is projected from 
New York to Chicago, by way of Pittsburg, to 
be operated with electric locomotives, and to 
be completed in three years, A man in North 
Carolina has been convicted of lynching, and 
sentenced to fifteen years; but he was an ex- 
convict. Terrorists in Russia, at widely differ- 
ent points, kill police and soldiers in consider- 
able numbers, and usually escape, seeming to 
be favored by the people. In some districts, 
for scores of miles every chateau, castle, or 
farm house and estate, has been destroyed by 
peasants; $50,000,000 worth of property hav- 
ing been thus ruined. An attempt is to be 
made by the government of Hawaii to extermi- 
nate mosquitoes. Russia and Hungary use the 
United States for a dumping ground. Hun- 
gary now tries to get a Cunard steamship to 
bring emigrants here, some of whom she liber- 
ates from prison and gives financial assistance 
to reach the United States. Sir Wilfred Lau- 
rier has secured the passage by the parliament 
of Canada of a law for Sunday rest; prohibi- 
ting all work for remuneration, theaters, sports, 
games and amusements for gain, excursions, 
the making up or starting of freight trains, and 
publishing and sale of newspapers. The Re- 
publican congressional convention at Danville, 
Illinois, recommended Speaker Cannon for can- 
didate for president of the United States. There 
has perhaps never been a time when the oppres- 
sion in Russia has been more severe. Hundreds 
are being arrested and sent to Siberia without 
trial. The leaders of the late mutinies have been 
shot in squads. And many members of the late 
parliament are to be prosecuted, who signed the 
manifesto after the Czar had dissolved the as- 
sembly. A great earthquake, followed by fire, 
as at San Francisco, injures Valparaiso, South 
America. A decision in an English court, if 
sustained by law lords of the House of Lords, 
may enable many of the non-conformists in 
ingland who were put in prison for refusing 
to pay taxes to teach doctrines they did not 
believe, to bring action for false imprisonment. 
Spain has been having trouble with the Pope, 
over the subject of civil marriages and burials 
in consecrated ground. It may lead to the 
separation of church and state, as in France. 
In the encampment of the Grand Army of the 
Republic the proposition deprecating the act 
of Congress abolishing liquor canteens at Sol- 
diers’ homes was laid on the table. In Persia 
the Shah has granted a parliament. The Mo- 
hammedan clergy are said to have been the in- 
stigators of the reform. We believe that Kan- 
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sas City, Kansas, succeeds in its temperance 
war. It was difficult, on account of the neigh- 
borhood of Kansas City, Mo. 


A Change of Polity. 

Something more than a year ago we publish- 
ed an editorial containing the statement that 
we were “nearing the end of a certain trouble.” 
We referred to the effort to sectarianize our 
brotherhood, by some “union” project. While 
this was true in the mere letter of what we 
wrote, it was not true in the sense in which we 
then wished to be understood. We then felt 
that our dangers were past, and wanted our 
people to know it. We felt secure. In this we 
were wrong; we were mistaken. 

On July 2d our denominational committee on 
fraternal relations voted to adopt a report 
recommending to the Huntington Convention 
not to agitate the subject of denominational con- 
solidation. or combination. Editorially, when 
publishing the report, we recommended that 
the subject be dropped. Our recommendation, 
however, was not heeded by some of the breth- 
ren wishing consolidation. Seeing this, we 
have allowed a limited amount of matter to 
appear in our columns bearing on. the subject, 
of a nature certainly objectionable to no one 
who believes in the principles of the Christians. 

We believe the report of our committee on 
fraternal relations will have the approval of 
our brethren, and that the subject of denomina- 
tional “union” or combination will not be dis- 
cussed at Huntington. For we are sure that 
the overwhelming majority of our people dis- 
approve negotiation for a denominational com- 
bination. 

We “are nearing the end of a certain trouble” 
in that sense. The discussions of the past few 
years have convinced all that our people are 
not willing to abandon nor endanger our prin- 
ciples. Then why were we not right when pub- 
lishing that we were “nearing the end of a cer- 
tain trouble?” In this:—We were not right 
in the practical effect of what we wrote: for 
it tended to remove caution; and we meant to 
remove anxiety. Our mistake we only learned 
last- November. 

At the present time we have brethren in 
prominent general office and in obscure general 
office, who are in favor of our combining with 
another denomination. Some of them have 
been actively canvassing for a change of offi- 
cers. (Of course they have a right to their 
personal views). If they can secure a change 
of a sufficient number of officers who are not of 
their way of thinking, substituting men of their 
way of thinking, or men who will not resist 
their way of thinking, they may control the 
votes of enough official boards to enter on ne- 
gotiations for denominational “union,” because 
of some plausible new situation disclosed. 
What will hinder the new officers? Nothing 
except public opinion. But since they now 
know the direction of public opinion and do not 
conform to it, why can they be expected to do 
so when they can plausibly argue that their 
election, or re-election, to office indicates that 
they are considered as representing public 
opinion? Denominationally Congregationaliz- 
ing brethren are now in office among us. They 
are trying to change our officers that are known 
to oppose their views, stirring up opposition to 
one through one plea, and opposition to a sec- 
ond through another plea. And it is evident 
that if enough officers can be removed by them 
to secure control of the interests not yet fully 
governed by the denominationally Congrega 
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tionalizing brethren, such as the Heracp, the 
Christian Publishing Association, and the mis- 
sion board, it will be difficult to prevent our 
prethren from being involved in the ambitions 
of sectarianism ; because we will have, put men 
in office to whom it will be argued we must be 
loyal, in order to avoid strife. If an object les- 
son were needed on this subject, it is furnished 
by the case of the church at Randolph, Ver- 
mont, where the Christian church a few months 
ago made a “union” with the Congregationalist 
church under the name Bethany Congregation- 
alist Church; where the Christian brethren are 
not yet used to the name Congregationalist ; 
and of which the Congregationalist papers 
poast of the increased congregations, since the 
“gnion.” 

Bherefore we admit to our columns the ar- 
ticles of Rev. Henry Crampton and Rev. Thomas 
Addington, men who are known of all to be 
able, true and faithful, and entitled to their 
privilege of speaking; as well as certain artic- 
les and allusions which have already appeared. 
And our columns are no longer closed on sub- 
jects agitating the minds of the people, as we 
observe that there will be little opportunity for 
many of the brethren to speak on them at the 
convention.

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ing and voted to ask him to reconsider his 
resignation; but Dr. Barrett replied that the 
cause of his action was well founded, but on 
his return agreed to inform the church in busi- 
ness meeting of his reasons. The church, on 
learning his reasons, voted them out of the way; 
thus imposing on Dr. Barrett an embarrassing 
responsibility. They further increased his em- 
barrassment by holding a subsequent meeting 
and voting a new request that he remain as 
pastor. We have not learned his decision, in 
view of the changed situation confronting him; 
but it would seem as though his only excuse 
now for leaving would be his first announce- 
ment, or his desire to be personally consistent 
with that verbal announcement, rather than 
with the situation in fact. If we are going too 
far, having little right to meddle except to 
give our readers the news, we can only excuse 
ourselves by saying that we trust that Dr. 
Barrett will not be affronted if we suggest that 
he will be more inconsistent in insisting on a 
decision based on a mistake than in yielding 
to the voice of the church which has removed 
the cause of his action. 


SORA LABS RE IE 
Rev. C. J. Jones, D. D., the president of Un- 
ion Christian College, has passed away. On 
Monday night, about 9: 35, we received the fol- 
lowing telegram from his son-in-law: 


SULLIVAN, INpD., Aug. 20, 1906. 


Rev. J. J. Summerbvell, D. D., Dayton, Ohio: 
Father Jones died suddenly to-day. Funeral at 
Marion, Indiana, four o’clock Thursday. 
J. CLARENCE CARR. 


Again we must place those black bars, so 
significant of so much sorrow, on the editorial 
page of the Heracp or Gospget Liperry ; for Dr. 
Jones was its editor at an important period in 
its history. He was the first editor who was 
ever elected by the representatives of the de- 
nomination at large; the first such election at 
New Bedford, Mass., in 1886. Previously he 
had been elected editor by the trustees. 

Our sympathy with the widow and children 
is shocked by our bewilderment, on account of 
the blow to Zion. Dr. Jones was in the midst 
of a great work, and his departure, leaving it 
undone, confuses us. It was the custom of his 
life to throw his whole energy of heart and 
mind into the enterprise in which he might be 
engaged. And we fear that his death was has- 
tened by the sufferings of his affections; for 
he poured out to us recently some of his trials 
in his present great work. But on he went, 
making everything conduce to the victory he 
was gaining. 

The printers are waiting for this matter, 
and we can say but little. 


But a great man has fallen asleep. He was 
not great in getting into prominent position, 
especially; though he occupied different places 
of highest responsibility. But he was great in 
bringing success to difficult enterprises. He 
was successful in establishing the Publishing 
House in a financially safe condition. As edi- 
tor he made a success in resisting the tendency 
toward denominational combination with the 
Free Baptists. He organized and built six 
Christian churches; the most notable one being 
that at Norfolk, Virginia. At Union Chris- 
tian College, with faithful trustees, he was 
bringing order out of confusion. We remem- 
ber him as pastor of the White Church at New 
Bedford, Massachusetts; Mt. Sterling, Ohio; 
Norfolk, Va.; West Milton, Ohio; and other 
places. While he was pastor at Marion, In- 


diana, a church meeting was suddenly called 
in his absence, to take the step for union with 
the Congregationalists. He heard of it. He 
hastened home, appeared in the meeting, and 
by his eloquence and appeal to the higher prin- 
ciples of the brethren defeated the project by a 
tremendous majority. 

His life was one of startling experiences, 
sometimes painful. _ We remember well his 
defence of himself before the New Bedford 
Convention, and his appeal there to the better 
feelings of his hearers, so that he was elected 
editor to succeed himself, and continued his 
work till it seemed to him done, when he turn- 
ed again to the direct work of the ministry. 


As a true evangelist it is likely that he had 
no superior. His work was along true gospel 
lines, and very little dependent on those instru- 
ments that are used by professional evangel- 
ists. Meeting him once, when he was working 
for meager pay in great hardships, we alluded 
to it as a kind of martydom; but he seemed to 
have no regret for his deprivations. He hand- 
led considerable sums of money at different 
times, and remained poor to his death; poor in 
finance, but rich in heart treasures. Some- 
times he received high salary, and sometimes a 
pittance. 

He was an eloquent preacher, systematic, 
elegant and effective. He brought men to 
Jesus, by scores, hundreds and thousands. He 
was a genuine preacher, and when he died was 
sixty-six years old, and had been winning men 
from sin to salvation, for forty-seven years. 


Sister Cordelia Jenkins, of Irvington, N. J., 
sends us the following clipping from the Chris- 
tian Palladium of 1842, taken by that periodi- 
cal from the Christian Herald which will be 
read by our subscribers of to-day with interest, 
not only on account of revealing the difference 
in travel at that time and to-day; but because 
of containing the words of the great David 
Millard, who did not need the title of D. D. 
to cause his voice to be heard and his writings 
read, and who built up churches which we, his 
successors, are glad to minister to, to make a 
living in the ministry. David Millard was a 
great doctrinal preacher, and the results of his 
labors were abundant: 


ELDER D. MILLARD’S LETTER. 


Bro. CARTER :—Rather abruptly I closed, my last let- 
ter, at our entrance of the Straits of Gibraltar. The 
journal I keep has still been progressing, and I shall 
continue to copy from it such items as I may deem of 
any interest to your readers. 


Nov. 14. This morning on awakening, found the 
coast of Spain in plain view on the one hand, and 
the coast of Morocco on the other. We were enter- 
ing the Straits of Gibraltar. To me the sight of land 
again was interesting, and especially at a place like 
the Straits, where a portion of Europe and Africa 
ean be seen at one glance. Both presented a rather 
broken, mountainous aspect. Directly against us on 
the African side, lay the Moorish town of Tangier, a 
strongly fortified place. But as we were running 
nearest the Spanish coast, the town and fortification 
were seen but faintly, with the aid of a spy-glass. 
For a considerable distance, the Spanish coast seem- 
ed to present nothing but mountains of sterile appear- 
ance, almost bare of timber. On bluff points of those 
mountains, watchtowers are to be seen, built in sight 
of each other, and stretching along the coast as far 
as the eye can see. These are probably older than 
the days of chivalry. Oh, the miseries of war! As 
we advanced down the Straits, the mountains seemed 
to set further back, and cultivated lands were dis- 
cernible. The small Spanish town of Terifa, lying 
about midway of the Straits, and stretching along the 
shore a considerable distance, is plain in view. Its 
low white houses and watchtower were seen to good 
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advantage by the aid of spy-glass. Back of that 
town, fields and roads were to be seen, and scattered 
among the broken hills, low houses, uniformly of 
white. 


As we approached the Rock of Gibraltar, it pre- 
sented a bare and rugged aspect. It is the southern 
point of a promontory running out from the main 
land. On the east side of this promontory of solid 
rock the waves of the Mediterranean have beaten for 
thousands of years. West of it the Spanish coast 
makes a northerly curve, and thus a bay is formed 
between it and the Rock of Gibraltar. The British 
fortification stands on the southern point of the 
promontory, and directly north of it, the town. Of 
the town, but little can be seen in passing down the 
Straits. A portion of the shipping in the harbor, 
however, is in plain sight. Nearly opposite of Gib- 
raltar, and on the north side of the bay, lies a little 
Spanish town called Algesiras. It stands in full 
view of the Straits, and its white buildings present 
rather a pretty appearance. Opposite Gibraltar, on 
the African side of the Straits, stands the town and 
fortification of Ceuta. It is said to be a place of 
great strength, and ‘indeed but little inferior to Gib- 
raltar itself. Gibraltar and Ceuta form what in 
ancient legend were called the two pillars of Hercules, 
and the histories of both are written in blood. The 
Straits of Gibraltar are about thirty miles in length, 
and at the narowest place, some six or eight miles 
north of the rock, about twelve wide. 

I had almost forgotten to name that at the outer 
head of the Straits, on the Spanish coast, and in 
fair view, lies Cape Trafalgar. Just off that Cape 
in 1805 was fought the famous battle of Trafalgar, 
when the allied fleets of Spain and France were cap- 
tured by the British fleet, and Lord Nelson killed. 
In the appearanec of the place I saw nothing worthy 
of note. 

In passing the Straits we had an excellent wind, 
with which, with the aid of the current, which con- 
tinually sets into the Mediterranean, we ran through 
with brisk speed. Other vessels, like ours, had been 
contending against head winds, and at the time we 
entered the Straits, an unusual number of almost all 
kinds of sea craft were either forward or astern of 
us. Our noble barque, however, outstripped in speed 
every thing we fell in with. It is probable the 
Straits seldom present a more grand display of sails 
set, than was seen there this morning. We are now 
in the Mediterranean, making rapid progress before 
a most favorable breeze. 

The Sabbath scene on board a vessel at sea is lone- 
ly, and by no means desirable to the devotional Chris- 
tian. Five Sabbaths have now pasesd since we left 
soston. Although religious worship has been stated- 
ly attended to in the cabin on Sabbath mornings, 
ever since we set sail, yet how unlike have they been 
to Sabbath scenes on land. Never before have I 
so highly prized Sabbath privileges. One week ago 
last Sabbath, I wrote the following lines. I then 
threw them by, as I have much of my scribblings, but 
chancing to take them up to-day, I have concluded to 
give them to your readers. 


SABBATH AT SEA. 


How lone has passed this Sabbath day, 
Upon the stormy sea ; 

From friends and kindred far away, 
And home so dear to me. 


And do those friends left far behind, 
Still think of me away? 

Do they still bear me on their mind, 
When they retire to pray? 


Dear native land with Sabbaths blest, 
How dear thy mem’ry here! 

While toss’d upon the ocean’s breast, 
Where all around is drear! 


I love the sacred courts of pray’r, 
I love the Sabbath bell, 

I love the day when saints repair 
To Zion’s holy hill. 


May I be spared again to see 
My own dear native shore, 

I’ll hold those sacred scenes to me, 
More dear than e’er before. 


With grateful heart I'll seek the place, 
Where pious souls resort; 

And there, Oh Lord, extol thy grace, 
Within thy earthly court. 


When you pray before your congregation 
next Sunday morning it will not be necessary 
to explain to God all the philosophical prin- 
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ciples of the administration of his government. 
He has heard the subject treated before, and 
may possibly remember the most important 
points of the instruction given him. And some 
of the ministers who have informed him of these 
principles have been very able, and could make 
the subject plain; probably as plain as you can 
make it.

A Few Things to Think About. 


1. The coming convention at Huntington, 
Indisna, will mean much for us as a people, 
either as a help or hindrance; and as it effects 
us, so it will effect the cause of Jesus Christ in 
the world. 

2. The American Christian Convention and 
The Christian Publishing Association are sep- 
arate organizations; but they hold their meet- 
ings at the same time and place. 

3. The officers and members of the Ameri- 
can Christian Convention are voters in the af- 
fairs of the Christian Publishing Association ; 
but the editor of the Hmratp or Gospet Liper- 
ry, the secretary and trustees of the Christian 
Publishing Association, are not members of the 
American Christian Convention; hence, have 
no vote, unless they are elected delegates from 
their conferences. It seems to me that this is 
not as it ought to be. 

4, Radical changes in the officers of the 
Christian Publishing Association should be 


carefully considered before carried into -effect. 





We have a plant in Dayton, Ohio, worth $100, 

000; it occupies one of the very best business 
corners in the city; it has a small debt to carry; 

but under the present management, it is mak. 
ing money for the cause; yet with a very little 
mismanagement, it would go to the wall. 

Those who know me best know full-well that 
I have never sought an office, and haye refused 
at different times when urged to accept; so 
they, at least, will believe me when I-say that 
I do not think any member of the present board 
of trustees desires to be re-elected, for-it-is no 
easy place to fill; and with the property as we 
now have it, the position will be more respon- 
sible than ever. However, radical changes 
may mean disaster. 

5. What is true of the trustees is also true 
of the agent of the association. The work of 
the agent is much more laborious and trying 
than ever before; for now he has the entire 
plant, building, all the tenants, etc., to look 
after in addition to his regular work. ‘The 
agent’s place, I think, is at his desk in Dayton. 
If it is absolutely necessary. that a man, visit 
the conferences, make speeches, sell books and 
take subscriptions for our papers, let that man 
be under the agent, and report and remit to 
him promptly the work done and money receiv- 
ed. By such an arrangement it is possible that 
some of the weak conferences might have the 
pleasure of seeing a representative of the pub- 
lishing house sometimes. 

The agent needs to be a business man (we 
have other places for ministers) good-natured, 
tactful and capable of handling the tenants, 
employees and patrons. Such a man, I think, 
occupies the agent’s chair now. 

6. The responsibilities of the editor of the 
Heravp or Gospet Liserty are not very small; 
neither is the place very desirable. © Very few 
of our people really understand what the editor 
has to be, to do, and to swallow without chok- 
ing to death. 

The editor of the Hrratp or Gospet Liperty 
must be a man who walks with God; a man who 
thoroughly believes in the principles for which 
the Christian church stands, and can and will 
fight for them when necessary; a man who can 
stand shoulder to shoulder with all other edi- 
tors of the religious papers; one who can read 
all kinds of writing, and be able to tell the pub- 
lic what the author means when the author 
fails to tell it; he must carry many burdens 
which others ought to carry; answer many 
questions about which the dictionary or en- 
cyclopedia give full information; he must not 
be side-tracked by the ever opened switches of 
criticism ; he must say nice things in the paper 
about his brethren, even when he knows they 
are against him; he must be kind, considerate 
and true. 

I hear that there is to be a change of editors 
at the Huntington Convention, “for the sake 
of harmony.” “Harmony” seems to be a queer 
article with some people. I thought, when it 
was voted at Newmarket to take $3,600 of the 
hard-earned money from the Christiah Publish- 
ing Association treasury to buy harmony with, 
that we were to have that much-to-be-desired 
article laying at every church door, and at 
every minister’s home; but now we are told 
that the present editor must step out, and a 
new editor step in, “for the sake of harmony.” 

(Here we omit a few words concerning the 
present editor.—Editor.) 

The people, the church members, support the 
Heratp or Gospet Liserry, and they should 
be heard in all matters pertaining to its useful- 
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The voice of the people, 
as a rule, is a safe guide. Harmony will come 
only when each is filled with the Spirit of the 
lowly Nazarene; when each is willing, under 
all circumstances, to “be kindly affectioned one 
to another with brotherly love; in honor pre- 
ferring one another.” 

7. The Mission Board has been before the 
public eye lately because of some criticisms. 
Radical changes in it may mean disaster to the 
mission cause. In all the criticisms, dishon- 
esty has not been charged. Mistakes have oc- 
curred perhaps; but would others have done 
petter? Would no mistakes have occurred if 
others had been where this board is? 

Do we not expect the mission secretary, as 
well as each member of the board, to be enthu- 
siastic for missions? Would we want him to 
take our money, occupy the position he does, 
and do Jess than he is doing? 

As a religious body we are recognized in the 
mission conventions of the world, and this is 
largely through the influence of the mission 
secretary. It is absolutely necessary that the 
Mission Board lay great emphasis on missions, 
and it is their business to get the ministers and 
members of our churches to see missions in the 
fullest sense. 


8. What shall be the attitude of the Chris- 
tian church toward Christian union? is a great 
question with many of our people just now. 
There is but one attitude for us, as I see it, and 
that is the one the Christian church has advo- 
cated and occupied for a hundred years. If 
we have been right for one hundred years, why 
should we change now? Why not be satisfied 
to go right on and do the work our fathers felt 
was God’s work? Has he not been in _ the 
movement, and is he not in it now? 

Christian union will never come by one de- 
nomination’s uniting with another denomina- 
tion; such a course only means the keeping up 
of the denominational idea; and the people 
calling’ themselves simply Christian have al- 
ways been opposed to denominationalism, even 
though, sometimes, they have called themselves 
a denomination. 

Christian union would have been here long 
ago if some ministers and theologians had pos- 
sessed more of Christ and less of much that is 
called theology. The members of the churches 
of the different denominations are ready for 
union now; would have union if the leaders 
would allow it, or would get out of the way. 


If any of our ministers are dissatisfied with 
the principles of the Christian church; if they 
do not believe they are right; if they feel that 
they can do more good in some denomination, 
it is not only their privilege but their duty to 
go. We who remain will honor them much 
nore for following their deepest convictions in 
going, than we possibly can by their staying in 
spite of their convictions. Others have gone 
out from us, and no unkind word was ever said 
to them or about them; it was their privilege 
to go where they felt they could do the most 
good; but the cause for which we stand and 
sacrifice did not stop, nor did we notice that 
the wheels went more slowly. 

Those of us who came into the Christian 
church because of its principles, and have made 
financial as well as other sacrifices for it, are 
not ready to give all we have gained into other 
hands just on the eve of victory. 

We spend entirely too much time and energy 
in trying to be “like all the nations” about us, 
(see I Samuel 8:5), and if we are not very 
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careful we shall have all the king we want, but 
God will not bless the kingdom.

The Preaching That Helps Men.

When DeWitte and Rosen, Russian treaty 
commissioners at Portsmouth, went to worship 
in an American church, they found one hun- 
dred and twelve women and eight men. 

Must it always be so, that the feminine half 
of mankind shall furnish twelve times as many 
worshipers as are in the masculine minority? 
Is not something wrong with priest and par- 
son? Are men more wicked or more indifferent 
to the soul’s call than women? Or, rather, 
does the pulpit cater to what is passive and 
negative, and flinch from what is positive? In 
appeals to the stalwart men, are the fishers of 
men skillful with bait, line, hook and net? Is 
there a “bite-or-be-damned” attitude in the min- 
ister? Does he lack the “wooing note?” Are 
the honied flatteries of pretty or lovely parish- 
ioners more welcome than the honest criti- 
cisms of the manly? 

Ministers form one educated class of men, 
with whom women come into more intimate 
relations than with any other. At home, in 
conversation, in social life, in the ordinary 
grooves of society, the female parishioners are 
more teachable, receptive, worshipful. Their 
very faults spring from their peculiar virtues. 
There is no middle ground. “Her pastor” is 
either a demi-god, a vicegerent commissioned 
of heaven, or else he is unspeakable and must 
be got rid of. Such is the natural history of 
enthusiasm. No.wonder that so many preach- 
ers take the sunny side of the street and yield 
to the enervating spiritual climate. The con- 
temporaneous and typical sermon appeals to 
women, not men. The average pastor con- 
soles, satisfies, prohibits, approves what is re- 
spectable and settled. He does not inspire, 
lead, rouse or wisely and preparedly attack. 
One gets the idea from his sermons that religion 
and church-going are one and the same. 

The same results follow in the church as 
are seen in government. When the boudoir 
overawes the cabinet, when lovely women rath- 
er than sour-visaged wise, advise the king, then 
dry rot and disaster follow. The preaching or 
the statesmanship that fits nursery and parlor 
will make priest-and-parson-craft thrive, while 
religion wilts. The church corporation, rich 
in vested rights, and prolific of fat salaries, may 
hold its own and its pensioned supporters long, 
but earnest men will keep out of pulpit range. 

Now, since I have sat in the pews and heard 
sermons ever since my soles hung half way in 
the air between pew cushion and floor, I can 
tell what sermons moved me. As a public 
speaker, from the maiden Sunday-school speech 
and prayer-meeting talk to metropolitan and 
university pulpit, I know what rouses men. 
I can swear, if need be, as to what preachers 
built for me “stepping stones * * * to 
higher things.” Here are some of the texts: 
“We are well able to possess it,” “Ye that are 
men, go serve the Lord,” “Now then, do it,” “I 
can do all things through Christ,” “I am with 
you to the end,” “His hand is stretched out 
still.” For all time, to me, in each case there 
remains a picture of the man and the pulpit. 
The preachers are dead, some of them, but they 
hit, drew, led’ me, yes, and they built me up. 
Theirs was edification, indeed. 
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Extant, in my memory, there are a few 
“don’t” sermons. Pretty much all the “be- 
good-and-you’ll-be-happy-sort” of homilies were 
forgotten as quickly as is “water poured in a 
frog’s face.” I have heard, perhaps, several 
hundreds of sermons to college boys. Most of 
them lie forgotten in the graves of memory. 
Sadly have I listened to preachers trying, I 
thought, to please learned professors, “recon- 
cile” science with religion—or vice versa, I 
never could tell which—instead of seeking to 
make new men in Christ Jesus. Over and over 
again, I have heard men confuse religion with 
sect conformity, drown fact and history in 
medieval dogma, labor to get men to believe 
about Christ instead of in him. Patiently I 
have subdued the flesh, resisting all temptation 
to study my watch face, to gather wool, or 
“trim dresses” while the pulpiteer preached the 
approved gospel of “Thou shalt not,” and I 
longed to hear the positive Christ words, “go,” 
“be,” “do.” Such men may please the socially 
orthodox, who smother religion in pink silk 
while attending all the meetings, but they do 
not touch young men. 

Glorious are the noble exceptions. I know 
college presidents, university preachers, hard 
working pastors, who talk eternal, positive 
truth in twentieth century language. Under 
God, they make clean, strong manhood in Christ 
Jesus. They urge larger ventures of faith, the 
trading with the talents, the risking of all for 
the pearl of great price, yes, even the going 
forth as of lambs among wolves. Such preach- 
ers hold to the faith that the doves will multi- 
ply and the serpents recede, that some Power 
behind man will make mutton cheap and wolves 
scarce. Their’s is the Caleb’s message even 
when against the majority report, the Pauline 
trumpet note, “Stand fast,” the Master’s. 
“But I say unto you.” Happy alike is the 
professor and the parson who constructs his 
dogmatics out of life. When concocted out of 
dead systems and dying tradition, dogma is 
indigestible poison. 

Study the faces of the boys and of the men 
whose masks are off and see what illuminates 
them. Unless I misread history, human nature 
and personal experience, the men will thrill at 
positive preaching. They will be moved when 
courage, leadership, will-power, appeal to the 
positive and manly, are prominent in the ser- 
mon. Alas for the preacher, if his homiletical 
habits so chain him to the manuscript as to 
put shutters on the windows of his soul, rob 
him of a straight voice, and keep him blind to 
the electric response of an audience, and make 
him deaf, except to feminine flattery. The 
very qualities most necessary and vital in the 
manner and personality of the preacher— 
modesty with courage, humility with unquail- 
ing forcefulness—will reinforce his message. 

Unless the sermonizer—who is only a neuter 
until he backs his sermon with his life—real- 
izes the difference, not in nature but in polar- 
ity and in constitution between the male and 
the female human being, our nearly manless 
audiences will continue. Let the preacher real- 
ize the diversity, or his failure is sure—when 
his salary is most safe. Men love truth, women 
love the truth. Women are usually satisfied 
with fact and tradition, men look for beacons 
on the headlands of the once unknown. Our 
female auditors rest in what is accepted, safe, 
approved. “Tell me what I ought to belieye— 
what you say is true,, and I’ll believe it,” she 
says to her pastor. “Her church” teaches the 


truth. Silken is the minister’s path, when he 
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listens to the majority of his hearers. But he 
is a friend, or a traitor to his Lord, who asks, 
“Lovest thou me more than these?” 

Man, coarse, strenuous, positive, loves real- 
ity, not a truth or the truth, but truth. Such 
treasure is not a stone, a fact, a thing done, 
settled. It is living bread. It was, and is, and 
is to come. It is yesterday, to-day and forever. 
God put it in Adam to go ahead, find the path, 
“act in the living present.” He can under- 
stand the Lord of Eternity, the Son of the 
Everlasting Father, when -he says, “Behold I 
make all things new.” By the grace of God 
man will follow such a Leader. Following 
him, law becomes grace. Half the “thou shalt 
nots” and “don’ts” of Moses vanish before the 
positives of Jesus. Above all else, the gospel 
of the Christ is affirmative. It subtly harmon- 
izes with a true man’s spirit. 

Woman, at the other pole of human nature, 
is conservative. Man seizes, she holds. He 
molds the plastic clay, she fixes it in form. 
Hers, in nature, is the common sense of the 
race. Hers, in grace, are the settled molds of 
home, custom, propriety. She loves what is 
safe. To her truth is always the truth. She 
knows what the Son of Man has won for her 
and she will hold it. She keeps the home for 
the explorer. She feeds and cheers the stal- 
wart man—soldier, pathfinder, hunter, bread- 
winner. To her, religion is not the seeking of 
truth but the assimilation of it. She wants 
consolation, assurance, strength day by day. 
Except for man’s grossness, hunger, passion, 
earth-subduing. instincts, woman would not be 
the noble helpmate, the glorious, fascinating 
being she is. 

Nevertheless, rather should we say hence and 
because, of this eternal difference, with har- 
mony and correspondence, preaching must not 
be one-sided, nor the sermon feminized. The 
pulpit must not be a solecism in the advancing 
world. The same laws rule in the church. So 
the Master teaches. 





So, the age and ages await fresh calls to old 


duties. How vast the problems before 
the church, yet how grand, rich, deep 
eternal our resources in God? Fill the 
church with men. Yet will the women 
come. To hold the status, we must depend on 


the women. God bless them every one! We 
pastors know their worth. But to move on the 
enemies’ works, to tackle the disagreeable, to 
face bullets and twelve-inch shells filled with 
the Shimose powder of devilish iniquity, to 
storm intrenched lies, to rip up the cushions 
of graft in the pews of society we need men.

Let The Conferences Be Heard From. 


I want to second the motion of Brother Phil- 
lips, that the conferences instruct their dele- 
gates how to vote at the Huntington Conven- 
tion on questions vital to the interest of the 
denomination. Delegates will be chosen, not 
to represent themselves, or their own individual 
opinions,—but the sentiments of the body by 
whom they are.selected. One good brother, 
whom I esteem very highly, boasts, that at the 
Newmarket Convention he voted on one propo- 
sition in opposition to all the other delegates 
from his conference; and in opposition to the 
known preference of the body by whom he was 
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chosen. That brother clearly misrepresented 
his conference; and had the election turned on 
his vote, the will of the conference would have 
been defeated by their own delegate. Again, 
the Eastern Indiana had one delegate at New- 
market, whose home was in Dayton, Ohio, and 
who was not a member of any conference. That 
delegate used every means he could command 
to defeat the known sentiments of the confer- 
ence. God forbid that the experiences of New- 
market should ever be repeated. Let all dele- 
gates be fully instructed on all vital questions ; 
and all conscientiously obey instructions. 


If a majority of any conference thinks that 
the Christian church has fulfilled its mission, 
and that the time has come for us to “federate” 
with creed-bound churches, and thus surrender 
the broad principles of religious liberty for 
which we have stood fos an hundred and twelve 
years, let them say so through their delegates, 
when that question comes up at Huntington in 
October next. 


If such majority thinks that the time has 
come for us to formulate a statement of doc- 
trines, and practices to be accepted, and requir- 
ed by the denomination, let them say so. 


If such majority thinks that the time has 
come, when the editorship of our beloved Her- 
ALD, should be given to some one who can be 
molded, and controlled by the faction which 
has for years been bending every energy to se- 
cure organic union with some body, or bodies, 
on a narrower basis than that we have so long 
occupied, let them say so. 


On the other hand, if such majority holds to 
the reverse of all these propositions, let them 
say so. Let the coming convention be a truly 
representative body. Through it let the whole 
denomination speak in language which cannot 
be misunderstood. Let us know “where we are 
at,” and for what we stand. And may the lov- 
ing Father lead us in all our deliberations, that 
the right things may be done, and that his name 
may be honored thereby.

KNOB PRAIRIE CHRISTIAN CHURCH. 


In the early dawn of the nineteenth century the 
great state of Ohio was in her infancy. The fields 
that are to-day so noted for their fertility were then 
covered by forests, and lay waiting to be redeemed by 
the hand of man. Vast natural resources were every- 
where ready for development, and men were not slow 
to see the unlimited possibilities of growth. Asa re- 
sult, great material progress began at once. 

In the midst of all these auspicious surroundings 
may be found the beginnings of some of the most 
potent factors of the later developments of the state. 
Near the beginning of the century, sometime during 
the year of our Lord, eighteen hundred and six, the 
religious spirit of the time gave birth to a Christian 
organization which was destined to contribute no 
small part to the nation’s welfare. 

The Christian denomination was yet in its infancy, 
only a few years having passed since the first move- 
ments which led to an organization of those who ac- 
cepted Christ alone as their creed, when Barton W. 
Stone and Kincaid began preaching in this part of the 
country. The people had outgrown their creeds and 
were seeking a common ground of fellowship in Christ. 
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The ministry of these two men of God soon led to the 
organization of a church known for all these years as 
Knob Prairie Christian Church. The “Springfield 
Presbytery” had sat and had written its last will and 
testament. Many who had lived in the community 
about old Springfield when this memorable meeting 
was held soon moved to the community near Enon, 
Ohio. These people had caught the spirit of liberty, 
and, when the opportunity came for organizing a 
church in which they could find this freedom, they 
were anxious to make the most of it. Prominent 
among those who will ever stand as pioneers in the 
work are the Bakers, Millers, Thomptoms and Laytons. 

The first meeting, which led to the organization of

Knob Prairie Church, was held in the old log house 
which still stands on the Baker place about two miles 
east of Enon. Services were held in this house for a 
time, and were later held in the old log church and 
schoolhouse which was located almost one mile north- 
east of Enon and a few feet northwest of the later 
frame structure. A complete history of the church 
during these first years of its life would include very 
many thrilling accounts of adventure and of hard- 
ships suffered by those who were willing to pay the 
price of a united and well-organized church. Trees 
were blazed and later roads were cut leading to this 
house which had become the religious and educational 
center of the community. 

After a few years the old log house was replaced by 
a frame structure which was so long and so widely 
known by the name of Old Knob Prairie Church. 
The location was one of the best that nature could 
furnish, a “knob” rising from the broad prairies to be 
found on either side of Mad River through the western 
part of Clark county. 

In 1851 a new brick church—the present building— 
was erected in the village. In 1852 it was dedicated 
to the Lord by Revs. Dougherty and Simonton. For 
these many years it has stood,a monument erected to 
the memories of the founders of the church, and a 
center of usefulness and influence in the community. 

Very few churches have enjoyed the ministry of a 
more devoted and consecrated band of men than the 
pastors who have been identified with the work at 
Enon. The list would begin with Francis Montford, 
the first resident pastor, and would contain such 
names as N. Summerbell, T. M. McWhinney, P. McCul- 
lough, the Simontons, the Kyles, Melyn Baker, Levi 
Purviance, Nathan Worley, Caleb Worley, D. F. Ladly, 
Asa Coan, Myron Tyler, EB. A. DeVore, G. B. Merritt, 
G. D. Black, C. W. Choate, W. H. Orr, Fred Strickland, 
PD. B. Atkinson, Arthur S. Henderson, T. C. Benson, 
A. R. Bosworth, Henry Crampton, Clarke Kershner, 
W. H. Sando and Ercy C. Kerr. 

CENTENNIAL SERVICES. 

On the morning of July 14th the first session of the 
Centennial services of Knob Prairie Christian Church 
was held in the present church building at Enon, Ohio, 
at ten o’clock. The entire membership of the church 
together with the ex-members, ex-pastors and many 
friends of the old church had been cordially invited 
to be present. The response was very general, not- 
withstanding the unfavorable weather. The morning 
session on Saturday was largely spent in formal in- 
troductions, that all might be acquainted and prepared 
to enjoy the following sessions to the utmost. 

An interesting feature of the services was a display 
of books and relics representing the primitive days 
of the church. A number of songs were “lined” and 
sung in long meter, thus enabling the older people to 
recall very vividly some of the meetings of former 
days, when this mode of worship prevailed. 

At about twelve o’clock dinner was served in the 
basement of the church. About seventy-five were 
seated at the tables. The place of honor was occupied 
by Aunt Sallie Hupman, the oldest member of the old 
church, who is at present identified with the organi- 
zation. 

After about an hour of social intercourse the Roll 
Call meeting was held, A large number of verbal re- 
sponses were enjoyed, and several letters were read 
from ex-pastors and friends. A letter of greeting 


had been received from the President of the United 
States, and the Governor of the State of Olio sent a 
message of congratulation. 

Following a number of reminiscent talks, Rev. 
Henry Crampton of Eaton, Ohio, gave the address of 
the afternoon. His discourse was designed to turn 
the minds of the people from the achievements of the 
past to the opportunities of the present and the future. 
His presence and his words were appreciated. 

The evening praise service was led by the pastor of 
the church. Rev. O. 8S. Thomas, of Greenville, Ohio, de- 
livered the address of the evening. His masterful re- 
view of the early development of missions appealed 
strongly to thoughtful people. 

The Sunday service began at 9:30 a. m. with a 
praise service led by Bro. Pressley Zartmann, of Day-

ton. No one doubted Brother Zartmann’s ability as a 
leader at the close of this service. He had the con- 
gregation at his command, and left them in just the 
right spirit to enter heartily into the further services 
of the morning. At ten o’clock, after an opening 
prayer by Rev. Julian of Christiansburg, Rev. Warren 
H. Denison, of Troy, president of the Miami Confer- 
ence, preached the centennial sermon. In his usual 
masterful style he reviewed the achievements of the 
past hundred years and sounded the keynote of Chris- 
tian endeavor for the coming century. This sermon 
will be long remembered by all who were present. 

At eleven o’clock the communion was observed. The 
individual cups were used, and the service was a very 
impressive one. It was conducted by Ercy C. Kerr, 
pastor of the church. The song service of the after- 
noon was led by Bro. Zartmann and the devotional 
exercises were conducted by Rev. B. F. Hoagland of 
Yellow Springs. The sermon of the afternoon was 
preached by Rey. Frank Lever, of Osborn. Bro. Lever 
is pastor of the Methodist Episcopal Church, who had 
kindly set aside their meeting to join in this service. 
His subject was “Joy of God’s House.” 

The evening service was especially for the young 
people. During the song service, Bro. Zartmann and 
Bro. S. M. Miller of Enon, sang some beautiful duets. 
The scripture lesson was read by Bro. G. A. Collier of 
the Methodist Episcopal church of Enon. Dr. O. W. 
Powers of Columbus, president of A. C. C., delivered 
a powerful address on “The Coming Church.” It is 
needless to say that the discourse was thoughtful, log- 
ical and convincing. 

A delegation of Troy Endeavorers added very much 
to the inspiration of the meeting. 

At the close of the address the pastor of the church 
added a few fitting words, and all joined in singing 
“Blest be the Tie that Binds,” and the meeting was 
dismissed with the benediction.

THE NORTHWESTERN CONFERENCE AND A 


GOOD REPORT. 


I had the pleasure of attending the Northwestern

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INFORMATION CONCERNING TRANSPORTA- 
TION FOR DELEGATES FROM THE 
WESTERN PORTION OF OUR 
BROTHERHOOD. 


The Western Passenger Association have concurred 
with the other Associations, in granting to us reduced 
rates for the American Christian Convention, Hunt- 
ington, Ind., October 9-15, 1906, having announced a 
rate of fare and one-third on the certificate plan. 

Owing to the extensive territory covered by the 
western portion of ‘the brotherhood, I find it impos- 
sible to arrange for any “official route” from the West, 
but, after consultation with representatives of various 
railroads, beg to advise as follows: Brethren from 
Kansas, Nebraska, and Missouri will find it to their 
advantage to book via Omaha, Kansas City, or St.

It 
would be well for you to see your agent a few days in 
advance of date you expect to start, and if he does 
not have certificates, request him to secure the number 
that you require, as without the certificate you cannot 
secure the reduction of fare for return trip. The 
Joint Agent of the Central Passenger Association will 
be present at the Convention, and will charge you 25 
cents for endorsing your certificate, for return trip. 
Brethren traveling via Chicago should endeavor to 
arrive at that point so as to leave there via Erie R. R. 
train leaving at 11 a. m. Tuesday, October 9th,; by 
this means many of us may be able to journey to- 
gether. 

Brethren of the ministry, expecting to use their 
half-fare credentials, will remember that they will 
need a Central Passenger Association permit east of 
Chicago, Peoria, Ill., and St. Louis, Mo. 

Tickets on the certificate plan for this occasion are 
not good if purchased before October 5th, or after 
October 11th.

Bringing Up the Corners. 
BY J. PRESSLEY BARRETT, D. D. 


We are drawing near to the close of the 
Quadrennium. October 1, 1906, is to our gen- 
eral church work what January 1st is to busi- 
ness—a time for bringing up the corners, or 
for squaring up our church affairs.. Our mis- 
sion secretary tells us that we need a special 
fund of $3,000 in order to make the corners 
for this Quadrennium come up in good shape, 
leaving the denomination out of debt in its 
missionary work—and to be out of debt is 
just as needful for a denomination as it is 
for an individual. Then, too, we must not for- 
get that a denomination is. as- much under 
moral obligation to pay its debts as is an indi- 
vidual, but the debts cannot be paid without 
money, and we have no way to get the money 
except by the gifts of our brotherhood. Other 
denominations will not pay our debts—they 
have about all they can do to pay their own 
debts, and so as a matter of fact, the payment 
of our debts rightly falls back upon our people, 
and now as we are closing the year, or rather 
the four years’ work, we feel that as a body we 
ought to rally to the one end of getting out of 
debt, so not only doing the thing that every 
body of Christian people must do by paying 
their -thonest debts, but at the same time we 
will be doing the thing that ought to be done 
for the new mission board to be appointed by 
the coming Quadrennial at Huntington. So it 
is a plain fact that we need to do both the 
needful thing and the advantageous thing. 

By this I mean to say that the good of our 
cause and the honor of the church makes it a 
first duty to pay our debts, debts that are hon- 
est, having been made from necessity, neces- 
sity for the maintenance of the Lord’s work 
in the giving of the gospel to a lost world, and 
as great a necessity for the health and life of 
the Christian church as a body of believers; 
and secondly, because it will be unfair to the 
incoming mission board to put them to their 
great task with a debt on them in the very be- 
ginning of the work of the-new quadrennium, 
a work that will no doubt tax their ability and 
their patience to their utmost capacity. 

Suppose we do not raise the money, suppose 
we hold back and wait, what shall we gain 
thereby? Nothing; for in the end the Chris- 
tian Church, and by this I mean the individuals 
making up her membership, will only religve 
themselves for a little bit, and then they will 
have to face the same debt again and, after all 
we shall have to pay it, as we have no one else 
to look to to pay it but ourselves. 

I have always been taught that when we 
have a thing’ to do, when we must do it, it is 
far better to do it than to keep thinking about 
it and dreading what is inevitable, and must 
come. May we not, as a brotherhood, get to- 
gether in this one thought and pay eut this 
debt at once? Have you, Dear Reader, been 
called on to help pay this debt of $3,000 
which the Mission Board owes, and which must 





be paid because it is just and right—because- 
it was a necessity for the good of the cause of 
the CHRISTIAN CHURCH? If not, I now 
makea call upon you to do your part. Go to 
your knees, my fellow-helper of the Truth, and 
ask the Lord to show you if this debt ought to 
be paid?—if the members of the Christian 
church ought to pay it? If he would have you 
pay a part of it? And if so, how mueh is your 
share? Ask him to show you how much he 
would have you pay to clear the cause of Christ, 
of this debt?—a debt that was honestly con- 
tracted for the carrying forward of his cause? 
Yes, I do not think I have a right to dietate to 
you how much you shall pay, but I do believe 
that we all ought to go to the Lord in prayer, 
asking him how much fie would have us con- 
tribute toward the payment ef this debt. 

If the debt was a necessity for tite good of 
his cause, if the work of the Christian church 
would have been greatly hindered, had not the 
debt been made, by having,to call home a por- 
tion of our missionaries, and m that way 
brought discouragement to our people and a 
great hindrance to the cause for which we are 
laboring, we may rest assured that Ged will 
bless us in doing our duty toward the payment 
of the debt, as it is for his cause and for the 
glory of his name, as we understand it, in the 
saving of the world. 

Do you love the Lord? Surely. Do you love 
his cause? Be careful in answering. Are 
you sure you love the CHRISTIAN CHURCH? 
Pray before you answer, that you may be sure 
your answer shall be right. 

Now then, if you love the Lord, if you love the 
cause of Christ, if you love the CHRISTIAN 
CHURCH and the work it seeks to do for his 
glory, then I am sure you will be willing to 
take this matter to the Lord and ask him to 
show you just how much he (not man) would 
have you give to help pay this debt 
against the Mission Board. 

Suppose you try it, and be perfectly. candid, 
meaning just what you say. Then talk to him 
something like this, as your own mind and 
heart may dictate: 

Dear Lord, it is with sorrow that I have to 
confess that the Christian chureh has not sup- 
ported the missionary cause so fully as was 
necessary, and because of this our Mission 

soard was compelled to go in debt to keep the 
cause going, to keep from bringing the dear 
missionaries from the field, where they are 
laboring to bring sinners to Jesus as their 
Savior, and now the debt is upen the Christian 
church, and it must be paid. Now, Dear Lord, 
I am called upon to help pay off this debt. I 
see it must be done, as otherwise thy cause 
will be reproached by men of the world who 
will justly say the people of God make debts 
and then do not pay them. This, O Lord, will 
grieve thee, it will hinder the life and power 
of the home church and it will bring a shame 
upon our cause in heathen lands, and this, 
Faithful Master, we cannot allow, if we be 
true to thee, and to the cause of thy church on 
earth, and now I come as thy child, having, 
as I believe, been ransomed from sin through 
the blood of the Son of God, I-come to ask, 
What wilt thou, dear Lord, have me to do in 
the payment of this debt—how much wilt thou 
help me to give in money that this debt may be 
paid? Teach me, Oh, Lord, just what I ought 
to do, and then move upon my mind and heart 
to do it for the honor of the church and for the 
glory of thy name! So help me, O Lord, to do 
my part, and so pay the debt which, if not 
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paid, must hinder the cause of Christ, and it 
may be result in the loss of some soul. Oh, by 
thy Spirit and by thy Word illuminate my 
judgment, sway my will, and melt my heart in 
love, till I shall truly do for this good cause 
what thou dost wish me to do—Amen! 


Try it, brethren, and see what joy will come: 


to your heart, and how soon the debt will be 
paid! ;

(Lesson Four.)

A USELESS RESERVOIR COST 

$1,400,000. 

One of the most sensational instances 
on record of extravagance in the expend- 
iture of public money is disclosed in 
the history of the huge reservoir con- 
structed some thirteen years ago at Mill- 
burn, L. I. This reservoir is about two 
thousand feet long and one thousand 
feet wide, having a water surface of 
forty-eight acres, and it was designed 
to hold water to the depth of twenty-five 
feet, giving a total capacity of about 
870,000,000 gallons. It was built by, 
and for, the-old city of Brooklyn before 
the latter was consolidated with the oth- 
er buroughs of greater New York, and 
it was practically completed in 1893, 
the aggregate cost having been $1,400,- 
000.. The immense sum of money, wrung 
from the tax-payers of Brooklyn, proved, 
however, to have been utterly thrown 
away, for the reservoir has never been

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utilized for even a single day. When 
tested after its completion the leakage 
was found to be so great that it was im- 
possible to store water in it. The de- 
fects of construction were. so serious 
that the city authorities shrank from 
incurring the great extra expense of 
remedying them. The reservoir could 
be used to store water only by placing 
a water-tight lining in it, and this would 
have cost several hundred thousand dol- 
lars more. Under the présent conditions 
of the development of the Brooklyn 
watershed it is not deemed advisable 
to spend so much additional money on 
the badly-made big receptacle.—Leslie’s 
Weekly. '

HOW TO SAVE PERSONS STUNNED 
BY LIGHTNING OR ELEC- 
TRICITY. 

Electricity, either man-made or cloud- 
made, persistently hunts for a conduct- 
or to carry it to the earth, and it never 
runs up a blind alley. he human body 
being two-thirds water is a good con- 
ductor, and no opportunity to use it as 
an avenue back to earth is ever over- 
looked by electrical force. But the body 
must make a connection between the 
charged conductor and the earth or some 
other conductor to get a shock. One 
could safely do the “giant swing” or 
“skin the cat” even on the’ power line 
from the mountain waterfall to San 
Francisco which carries 60,000 volts, if 
he. did not let his feet touch the earth. 

Lightning occurs where the jump is 
shortest from the cloud to a conductor— 
hence the value of ligntning rods, 

The Electrical Word and Engineer is 
the authority for the statement that 
accidental electric shocks seldom result 
in death unless the victim is left un- 
aided too long, or efforts at resuscita- 
tion are stopped too early, as in the ma- 
jority of the instances the shock is suffi- 
cient only to suspend animation tempor- 
arily, owing to the momentary and im- 
perfect contact of the conductors, and 
also on account of the resistance of the 
body submitted to the action of the cur- 
rent. 

Remove body of one insensible from 
electric shock at once from the circuit 
by breaking contact with the conductors, 
This may be accomplished by using a 
dry stick of wood, which is a non-con- 
ductor, to roll’ the body over to one side, 
or to brush aside a wire, if that is con- 
veying the current. When a stick is not 
at hand, any dry piece of clothing may 
be utilized to protect the hand in siez- 
ing the body of the victim. If the body 
is in contact with the earth, the coat- 
tails of the victim, or any loose or de- 
tached piece of clothing, may be seized 
with impunity to draw him away from 
tue conductor. The treatment for light- 
hing shock is the same as that from 
dynamo electricity. 

It is both useless and unwise to at- 
tempt to administer stimulents to the 
victim in the usual manner, by pouring 
it down his throat. 

The dashing of cold water into the 
face will sometimes produce a gasp and 
Start breathing. If this is not success- 
ful the spine may be rubbed vigorously 
with a piece of ice. Alternate applica- 
tions of heat and cold over the region 
of the heart will accomplish the same 
objects in some instances. 

If these remedies fail to revive the 
Victim artificial respiration, as used in 
cases of drowning and ‘asphyxiation 
from gas, should be employed. The ob- 
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ject is to make him breathe and if this 
can be accomplished and. continued he 
can be saved. 

Turn the body upon the back, loosen 
the collar and clothing about the neck, 
roll up a coat and place it under the 
shoulders, so as to throw the head back, 
and then make efforts to establish 
breathing. ‘To accomplish this, kneel at 
the subject’s head, facing him, and 
seizing both arms draw them forcibly to 
their full length over the head, so as 
to bring them almost together above 
it, and hold them there for two or three 
seconds only. (This is to expand the 
chest and favor the entrance of air into 
the lungs.) Then carry the arms down 
to the sides and front of the chest, firm- 
ly compressing the chest walls, and expel 
the air from the lungs. Repeat this ma- 
neuver at least sixteen times per ‘min- 
ute. 

At the same time that this is being 
done some one should grasp the tongue 
of the subject, with a handkerchief or 
piece of cloth to prevent it slipping, and 
draw it forcibly out when the arms are 
extended above the head and allow it to 
recede when the chest is compressed. 
This serves the purpose of freeing the 
throat so as to permit air to enter the 
lungs. To secure the tongue, if the 
teeth are clenched, force the jaws apart 
with a piece of wood. 

These efforts should be continued un- 
remittingly for at least an hour, or un- 
tii natural respiration is established.

MULTIPLYING THE MACHINERY. 


This is one of the perils that confronts 
the church to-day. * * * * 

But in the reaction from one extreme 
we seem to be in danger of going to 
the other. * * * * It sometimes seems 
as though the church was expected to 
do nothing of itself, and that when 
anything is to be undertaken a special 
society has to be organized to carry 


it on. In this way societies have kept 
on multiplying until the management 


of them has come to be a serious prob- 
lem. 

One result of this multiplicity of or- 
ganizations is that we are too much 
shifting the emphasis in the Christian 
life from being to doing. Our ideal 
Christian has in a measure come to be 
one of the hustling type. Not that 
Christian activity is not a good and 
essential thing, but the weight of em- 
phasis belongs to the character that 
projects itself in work. The true Chris- 
tion usefulness is reached primarily by 
being, and when that is overlooked the 
doing deteroirates. Too much of self 
comes into it and the higher motives 
get mixed up with lower ones. * * * * 

It is altogether questionable, too, 
whether the much talking and hearing 
that attend this excessive organization, 
the speeches and papers and discussions 
that are part of the invariable program, 
turn to profit. There is such a thing 
as taking too much physical food, such 
a thing as overloading the digestive ap- 
paratus, giving to the system more than 
it can assimilate. And there is such a 
thing as overloading the mind, rushing 
from meeting to meeting, and always 
hearing, but hearing more than can be 
mentally and spiritually digested. For 
it is not the mere hearing that is profit- 
able. To turn the thing heard into nu- 
triment for mind and heart, time for 
quiet meditation is needed. Truth must 
be pondered, brought up again and again 
before the mind, until it has been in- 
incorporated with the vital experiences 
of the soul. Things heard and straight- 
way forgotten, because displaced from 
the mind by another avalanche of talk 
that has been immediately invited, add 
nothing to any one’s permanent mental 
or spiritual capital. 

The demand on the talkers works its 
own injurious results on them _ too. 
x** * * 

There is waste of energy, too. As 
the machinery of the church grows more 
complicated, wheels within wheels, 
there is greater force required to keep 
it moving. There is such a thing as 
expending in this way all the power 
that can be generated, so that there 
is none left for grinding out a product. 
People are exhausted by rushing about 
from place to place, from letting go the 
handle at one point only to lay hold of 
it at another. The minutes of societies 
and conventions are burdened with reso- 
lutions that never come to anything.

Southern Pacific Company. 


On the occasion of the great San Francisco 
disaster the entire resources of the Southern 
Pacific Company were employed to their ut- 
most in saving and relieying the people. 
They were the first to order by wire, from 
adjacent cities, car-loads of food supplies for 
free distribution. They threw wide open their 
gates, and passengers were carried free on 
their ferry steamers, which never stopped 
running from San Francisco to Oakland Pier. 
They ran steamers around the water front, 
picking up all the refuges eengregated on the 
wharfs for safety. From Oakland Pier the 
people were carried free to whatever point 
they could care for themselves or be cared 
for——-whether it was Berkeley, Cal., or Bos- 
ton, Mass.; Portland, Ore. or Portland, 
Maine. Within ten days the Southern Pa- 
cific Company carried free 224,069 passen- 
gers. The value of which, computed at low- 
est rates for the class of service rendered, 
amounted to $540,083.69, and this covers 
only the earnings of the line west of El 
Paso. 

Canvass of accommodations in the inte- 
rior of the state was made that refugees 
might he properly directed. Canvass of ay- 
enues of employment was made by wiring 
large industries that employment might be 





provided. Information bureaus were estab- 
lished at nine points in the burned districts 
of San. Fransisco, which were served by 
horseback riders and automobiles. Messen- 
gers carrying bulletins relative to train serv- 
ice, relief work, information about finding 
people, and general public information, in- 
cluding statement of accommodations for re- 
lief at outside cities. Inquiries from eastern 
cities by the thousands from eastern friends 
regarding missing people were answered as 
far as possible, the officers using all the 
avennes at their command. 

Transportation for relief committees, hos- 
pital corps, physicians and nurses was ar- 
ranged for on a large scale between adja- 
cent cities and San Fransisco. The State 
Health. Board was given transportation for 
its employees in the sanitary service. Trans- 
portation of relief supplies was given prece- 
dence over all other trains. Nearly all were 
run on passenger train time. Milk, bread, 
etc.,-which were badly needed, were brought 
in free in baggage cars. 

Gasoline for automobiles early became ex- 
hausted, and a large number of machines in 
the service of emergency hospitals, physi- 
cians, military and civil authorities and re- 
lief committees were tied up. The Southern 
Pacific Company furnished for these ma- 
chines every drop of gasoline in its stores. 
In addition, it wired to near-by cities for 
all automobile parts which were likely to 
be needed in an emergency. These were sup- 
plied free to any one engaged in emergency 
and relief service. 

The transportation of relief supplies from 
April 18th to May 23rd, computed at low- 
est tariff rates over the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, Union Pacific Railroad Company, Ore- 
gon Short Line Railroad, and the Oregon 
Railroad and Navigation Company, amounted 
to $445,400.00, representing 1603 full car- 
loads, in addition to a great many less than 
ear-load shipments. This does not include 
business handled by the express companies, 
of which there were quite a good many cars 
on which the railroad company received no 
compensation. 

Much more than this has been done by 
the Southern Pacific Company since the dates 
named, so that their entire contribition runs 
way beyond $1,000,000. 

Before accurate or adequate information 
could be gotten by the San Francisco office 
to President Harriman he was rushing by 
special train to the scene of disaster. For 
several weeks he maintained headquarters in 
his car at Oakland Pier, surrounded by the 
operating and traffic officers of the road. He 
was in close personal touch with the civil 
and military authorities, relief committees, 
ete., attended several committee meetings 
daily, and took a prominent and helpful part 
in every movement for the rehabilitation of 
San Francisco. 

There was nothing that the company’s offi 
cers could think of that would prove helpful 
that they did not do. Neither men or means 
were spared to accomplish the company’s ob- 
ject to care for the people. While all this 
was done under the most trying circum- 
stances and difficult conditions, to the credit 
of the Southern Pacific Company's operating 
department, be it said, that it was done 
without one accident, and without injury to 
life or limb of a single passenger. The New 
York Sun has truly said, “the Southern Pa- 
cific Company made a world’s record.”
